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Specification for Mechanically Woven Hexagonal Double Twisted Wire Mesh (Heavily Galvanized) 
Gabions and Mattresses 


0.1. Description 

This work shall consist of furnishing, assembling, and filling woven wire mesh type of gabions or equivalent, 
with rock as specified in the contract to the dimensions, lines and grades shown on the plans, or as 
determined by the engineer. These specifications are mainly in accordance with International Standards EN 
10223, EN 10244 & Indian Standard IS 4826. 

0.2 Materials 

0.2.1 Woven Wire Mesh Gabions 

0.2.1.1 

Wire: 

All tests on the wire mesh must be performed prior to manufacturing the mesh. 

Tensile strength: Both the wire used for the manufacture of gabions and the lacing wire, shall have a tensile 
strength of 350-500N/mm 2 , in accordance with EN 10223. 

Elonsation : The test must be carried out on a sample atleast 25 cm long. Elongation shall not be less than 
10%, in accordance with EN 10223. 

0.2.1.2 

Zinc coating: 

1. Minimum quantities of zinc according to EN 10244. 

2. The adhesion of the zinc coating to the wire shall be such that, when the wire is wrapped six turns around a 
mandrel having four times the diameter of the wire, it does not flake or crack when rubbing it with the bare 
fingers, in accordance with EN 10244. 



0.2.1.3. Mesh Characteristics 


The mesh characteristics are detailed in clauses 0.2.1.4.1, 0.2.1.4. 2, 0.2.1.4. 1 

Galvanized + PVC Coated wire mesh gabions 

(10x12 mesh type): 

Mesh Wire: Diameter -ID/OD 2.7/3.7 mm. 

Selvedge Wire: Diameter—ID/OD 3.4/4.4 mm. 

Mesh Opening: Nominal Dimension D =100 mm.

gabions 

Lacing wire: Diameter—ID/OD 2.20/3.2 mm. 

Stiffener wire: Diameter—ID/OD 2.20/3.2 mm. 

0. 2.2 Tolerances 

Wire: Zinc coating, in accordance with EN 10244 

Gabions : ± 5 % on the length, width and height. Mesh opening: Tolerances on the 

hexagonal, 

double twisted wire mesh, opening shall not 

exceed -4%+16% on the nominal dimension D 

values. 

1. PVC for Coating— 

The initial properties of PVC coating material shall have a demonstrated ability to conform to the following 
requirements as per ASTM 

Specific Gravity - In the range from 1.30 to 1.35 when tested in accordance with Test Method 
D 792. 

Colour —Grey RAL 7037 when tested in accordance with D 1482 

Tensile Strength —Not less than 20.6 Mpa when tested in accordance with Test Method D 412. 

Modulus of Elasticity —Not less than 18.6 Mpa when tested in accordance with Test Method D 412. 
Hardness —Shore “D” between 50 and 60, when tested in accordance with Test Method D 2240. 

Brittleness Temperature - Not higher than-9°C or lower temperature when specified by the purchaser, 
when tested in accordance with Test Method D 746. 

Resistance to Abrasion —The percentage of the weight loss shall be less than 12 %, when tested in 
accordance with Test Method D 1242. 

Salt Spray Exposure and Ultraviolet Light Exposure: 

The PVC shall show no effect after 3000 h of salt spray exposure in accordance with Test Method B 117. 
The PVC shall show no effect of exposure to ultraviolet light with test exposure of 3000 h, using apparatus 
Type E and 63°C, when tested in accordance with Practice D 1499 and G 23. 

Evaluation of Coating after Salt Spray and Ultraviolet Exposure Test —After the salt spray test and 
exposure to ultraviolet light, the PVC coating shall not show cracks nor noticeable change of colour, or 
blisters or splits. In addition, the specific gravity, tensile strength, hardness and resistance to abrasion shall 
not change more than 6%, 25%, 10 % and 10 % respectively from their initial values. The mesh wire shall 
show no rusty spots on any part of the surface excluding the cut ends. 

The PVC coating shall not show cracks or breaks after the wires are twisted in the fabrication of the mesh. 



0.2.3 Fabrication 


Gabions shall be manufactured with all components mechanically connected at the production facility. The 
front, base, back and lid of the gabions shall be woven into a single unit. The ends and diaphragm(s) shall 
be factory connected to the base. The lid may be a separate piece made of the same type mesh as the 
basket. All perimeter edges of the mesh forming the basket and top, or lid, shall be selvedge with wire 
having a larger diameter as per clause 2.1.4., 2.1.4.2 & 2.1.4.3. 

The gabion is divided into cells by means of diaphragms positioned at approximately lm. centers. The 
diaphragms shall be secured in position to the base so that no additional lacing 
is necessary at the jobsite.

0.2.4 Rock 

The rock for gabions shall be hard, angular to round, durable and of such quality that they shall not 
disintegrate on exposure to water or weathering during the life of the structure. Gabion rocks shall range 
between 0.15 m. and 0.25 m. The range in sizes shall allow for a variation of 5% oversize and/or 5% 
undersize rock, provided it is not placed on the gabion exposed surface. The size shall be such that a 
minimum of three layers of rock must be achieved when filling the gabions of lm. thick. 

0.3 Construction Requirements 

Gabion filling and lacing and erection at site should be strictly as per the instruction of approved (by 
engineer) manufacturer’s instruction as per the site specific requirements. The manufacturer should satisfy 
the eligibility criteria outlined in Clause 0.4 

0.3.1 Assembly 

Gabions are supplied folded flat and packed in bundles. Larger units may be supplied in rolls. The units 
are assembled individually by erecting the sides, ends and diaphragms, ensuring that all panels are in the 
correct position and the tops of all sides are satisfactorily aligned. The four comers shall be connected 
first, followed by the internal diaphragms to the outside walls. All connections should use lacing wire as 
described in Section 0.2.1.4.4 

The procedure for using lacing wire consists of cutting a sufficient length of wire, and first looping and/or 
twisting the lacing wire to the wire mesh. Proceed to lace with alternating double and single loops through 
every mesh opening, pulling each loop tight and finally securing the end of the lacing wire to the wire mesh 
by looping and/or twisting. 

0.3.2 Installation 

After initial assembly, the gabions are carried to their final position and are securely joined together along 
the vertical and top edges of their contact surfaces using the same connecting procedure(s) described in 
Section 0.3.1. Whenever a structure requires more than one layer, the upper empty baskets shall also be 



connected to the top of the lower layer along the front and back edges of the contact surface using the same 
connecting procedure(s) described in Section 0.3.1. 

0.3.3 Filling 

Gabions shall be filled with rock as specified in Section 0.2.4. During the filling operation some manual 
stone placement is required to minimize voids. The exposed faces of vertical structures may be carefully 
hand placed to give a neat, flat and compact appearance. 

The cells shall be filled in stages so that local deformation may be avoided. That is, at no time shall any 
cell be filled to a depth exceeding 

(0.30 m.) higher than the adjoining cell. It is also recommended to slightly overfill the baskets to allow for 
settlement of the rock. Behind gabion walls, compact the backfill material simultaneously to the same 
level as the filled gabions. 

0.3.4 Internal Connecting Wires 

Internal connecting wires should be used when a structure requires layers of gabions to be stacked on top of 
each other. Internal Connecting Wires shall connect the exposed face of a cell to the opposite side of the 
cell. An exposed face is any side of a gabion cell that will be exposed or unsupported after the structure is 
completed. Lacing wire or prefabricated internal connecting wires may be used. 

0.3.4.1 1 meter High Gabions 

1 meter high gabions shall be filled in three layers, 300 mm at a time. Connecting wires shall be installed 
after the placement of each layer, 

that is, at 300 mm high. 

0.3.4.2 0.5 m High Gabions 

0.5 meter high gabions do not require connecting wires unless the baskets are used to build vertical 
structures. In some cases, these units shall be filled in two layers 250 mm at a time. Connecting wires 
shall be installed after the placement of the first layer, which is at 
250 mm high. 

0.3.5 Lid Closing 

Once the gabion baskets are completely full, the lids will be pulled tight until the lid meets the perimeter 
edges of the basket. The lid must then be tightly laced and/or fastened along all edges, ends and tops of 
diaphragm(s) in the same manner as described in Section 0.3.1. 

0.3.6 Mesh cutting and folding 

Where shown on the drawings or otherwise directed by the engineer, the gabions shall be cut, folded and 
fastened together to suit existing site conditions. The mesh must be cleanly cut and surplus mesh either 
folded back or overlapped so that it can be securely fastened together with lacing wire or fasteners in the 
manner described in Section 0.3.1. Any reshaped gabions shall be assembled, installed, filled and closed as 
specified in the previous sections. 

0.4 Eligibility of Manufacturer/Supplier 

The Supplier of the Gabions should have proven experience in supplying and Designing Gabions for 
Retaining walls/Scour Protection/Erosion Control for a Major Highway/Bridge Project in India and 
providing technical backup like Designing using. In house facilities and Technical assistance at site. 
Manufacturer should have capacity of producing wire mesh Gabions and mattress of minimum 400000 
cum per annum to ensure uninterrupted supply to the project. The Supplier shall produce an authentic 
Documentary evidence to prove his minimum 10 year experience for Supplying, Designing and providing 
technical assistance at site for River training Works for Major Rivers in India. The minimum Quantity of 



supply should be 150000 cum for single project. The contractor shall take prior approval from the 
Engineer-in-charge before placing the order on the Manufacturer/Suppliers of Wire mesh Gabion 
materials. Engineer-in-charge will give the approval in writing after satisfying himself about the 
conditions described above. 

0.5 Method 

0.5 Method of Measurement 

0.5.1 The payment quantities for excavation shall be determined by the outside limits of the gabion structure. 
Quantities will be determined from cross sections and the linear distance, and paid for under the 
appropriate excavation bid items. 

0.5.2 The quantity to be paid for “In place gabions” shall be the number of cubic meters of gabions. Project 
conditions and material availability will determine the actual size of gabions to be used. 

0.5.3 Excavated material beyond the limits of the gabions shall be backfilled with gravel, crushed rock or other 
material approved by the engineer. 

0.6 Basis of Payment 

Accepted gabions will be paid for at the unit price for each pay item included in the contract. 

Special Conditions 

The suppliers should produce previous 

experience certificate of supplying polymer rope Gabion boxes 6 ton Government or semi Government firms. The 
manufactures/suppliers should have a track record of long term performance (minimum three years) in the field of 
manufacturing Polymer Gabion boxes and having successfully completed the supply within the specified time in the 
case of suppliers they have to produce authorized certification from the manufactures so as to meet the above 
condition. 

1. The suppliers should produce test certificate of the Gabion boxes from the approved standard agency during 
the course of supply. Copy of agreement for testing agency will be produced at the time of purchasing tender 
schedule (By LRA/ABS/IIT). 

2. The selected supplier should produce the sample along with test certificate and the Department have the right 
to test the material if necessary with any other agency at their cost for approval. 

3. A representative gabion shall be selected from the lot by the Department for testing and the result should be 
collected from the approved agency and submit to department within seven days. 

4. Random checking by weight will be done by the department for each lot of Gabion boxes. 

5. The contractor shall bear all kinds of Testing/Certification charges for testing of Gabion material. 

6.The supplier shall produce certificate for the quality of material as specified by the department while supplying for 
from the approved agency. 

7. The supplier shall arrange technical demonstration for tying top lid, packing rubble etc. to the departmental 
officers at site. 

8. The payment for the supply will be made as per prevailing Government rules and no extra conditions in this 
regard is acceptable to the department. 

9. The material shall be supplied at Kottayam sites as directed by the department. 



10. The rate quoted shall be including all taxes of State Government Tax at Government rate should be paid by 
the Supplier himself. 

11. The Supply shall be completed within 15 days is delayed further, the contract agreement will be terminated at 
the risk and cost of the supplier and the security deposit will be forfeited to the Government. 

12. The tender schedule will be issued from the office of the Superintending Engineer, Irrigation South Circle, 
Thiruvananthapuram up to 4 p. m. The tender schedule will be issued to the contractors satisfying the special 
condition (1) & (2).
